celia will be fo u n d th e m agenta 
blossom s of th e beavertail cac­ 
tus; th e b arrel cacti are ad o rn ­ 
ed w ith th e ir crow ns o f yellow - 
g reen flow ers; th e creosote bush 
is at its b est; a n d soon th e in ­ 
d ig o bu sh an d th e dye b u sh will 
be laden w ith clusters o f deep 
b lu e blossom s. T h e K ram eria, a 
parasitic bush, is begin n in g 
to 
p a y its w ay th ro u g h th e w ine 
colored blossom s covering 
its 
m any b ranches.

Y ellow catkin-like spikes are a p ­ 
pearing on th e h o ney m osquiles; th e 
palo v erd es at th e ju n ctio n o f 
th e 
Palm C an y o n a n d Indio roads are 
bearing th e ir m ultitudes o f yellow 
blossoms; ,and as th ese begin to fall 
a rich, h eav y yellow carp et w ill be 
form ed b en eath th e trees. A lo n g the 
parkw ay o f Palm C an y o n D riv e th e 
P arkinsonia blossom s are appearing. 
W h ile passing n e ar th is tre e , stop 
long en o u g h to exam ine o n e o f th e 
blossom s. 
A n d if yo u v en tu re fo rth 
from hom e on long trip s yo u will 
find in th e w ashes o f th e 
Black 
M esa b etw een th e C hocolate M o u n ­ 
tains ,and th e C o lo rad o R iv er, th o u ­ 
sands u p o n th o u san d s o f th e 
palo 
verde trees. 


T h e re has been and is m uch 
in terestin g 
speculations 
about 
th e color o f flow ers. 
If o n e is 
to arriv e at an y conclusion b e­ 
y o n d th a t of m ere speculation 
it is necessary to be aw are o f th e 
fact th a t th e sole objective o f a 
p lan t in p u ttin g fo rth blossom s 
is to p erp e tu a te th e species. M an 
m ay ad m ire the flow ers b u t they 
w ere n o t m ade attractiv e fo r his 
benefit; th a t m an m ay adm ire 
them hap p en s to be incidental 
to th e schem e o f things. 
In ­ 
sects a n d w ind are th e tw o p rin ­ 
cipal agencies o f pollination an d 
th e d ev elo p m en t o f blossom s has 
taken place to m ake possible pol­ 
lination. 


I do n o t carc to becom e ensnared 
in th e discussion o f th e ability o f in ' 
sects to distinguish colors; to u n d e r 
stand m y a ttitu d e , tell som e e n th u s' 
íastic fly fisherm an w ith an endless 
array 
o f 
gaudily'colored

fish are color blind anyw ay. 
Som e 
becom e m ildly insane w hen th e su b ' 
je c t is b ro u g h t up.

In sects are p robably no t sensi­ 
tive to shades o f color, b u t are 
p ro b ab ly

Coming from far and near, m any 
hundreds of Indians from all of the 
M ission tribes a« well as those of such 
fam ous nations as the Navajo, Hopi, 
Cherokee. Blackf«>ot. Piute, Sioux and 
Osage will g ath er around great fires 
built a t the stream 's edge in 
the 
splendid natural am phitheatre of Palm 
Canyon. 
U nder a full d esert moon the glor­ 
ies of th e age-old palms are a b reath ­ 
taking scene and it is nm ong these 
th at the m em bers of these 
num erous 
tribes will give a 
presentation 
of 
weird rites and ancient tribal songs 
and 
dances 
tonight 
and 
Saturday 
evenings. April 23rd and 24th at 8:00 
o’clock. 
Two daytim e perform ances 
will be held on Sunday at 11:00 a. m. 
and 3:00 p. m. 


Supervised by II. H. Quackenbush. 
Federal officer In charge of the Palm 
Springs reservation and assisted by 
Special A gent J. Allison Moore, these 
cerem onials prom ise to be a magnifi­ 
cent spectacle th at will appeal to all. 
Following such beautiful features as 
the M ission Indians’ bird dances and 
songs, a thrilling fire dance by the 
Torres-M artinez Tribe, a war dance by 
the Los Coyotes, all will join in the 
peon gam es, which may last all night 
long.

as the Palm Springs Indians clear­ 
ed the 
brush 
and

of ram adas for th eir guests.

Be 
cause of th is connection he will be a 
valuable m em ber on the high school 
bourd, for through him the tw o boards 
can co-ordinate th e ir work, thus ef 
fectlng considerable saving to the dis­ 


trict. 
The people of Banning follow­ 
ed the sam e plan when they chose 
Mrs. Kobina Hem nierling as a mem­ 
ber of the elem entary and high school 
boards in th at city, and they found 
that duplication of staff and 
equip­ 
ment. which could be used by 
both 
schools, could thus be avoided. 
Mr. 
Williams lias extensive 
real 
estate 
holdings here and has been engaged 
in 
considerable 
building 
activities, 
thus his experience will be of ines­ 
timable value to the d istrict 
when 
school buildings are to be constructed 
by both the elem entary 
and 
high 
school d istricts in Palm Springs. 


It is believed both of the candidates 
will be acceptable to the people 
of 
Banning, where the larger vote will be 
cast, B anning having 
1500 
voters. 
Palm Springs probably will not have 
more than 
5 voters here at the tim e 
of election, so whoever is elected will 
be the choice of the Banning people. 
Both of the Palm Springs men have 
many friends in Banning. 


The term s of Frank V. Shannon of 
Palm Springs and C urtis Black 
of 
Banning expire in June. Mr. Shannon 
has ably represented Palm Springs on 
the board for a num ber of years, but 
he has declared he will not be a candi­ 
date for reelection. 
Mr. Black 
has 
made no announcem ent to this news­ 
paper. but it is believed he will accede 
to the w ishes of Palm Springs and 
m any Banning voters and will not file 
for the office, thus avoiding a contest 
which m ight defeat the Palm Springs 
candidates.

They’ll Feed 
The Throng 


How m any 
Indians are h ere for 
the F iesta, and how much food is 
required to feed them ? 
More than 200 Indians are here, 
representing practically all the tribes 
of 
the 
Southland. 
To 
bring them 
here w as not so m uch of a problem , 
because the Indians n aturally w ant 
to participate in th e inter-tribal cere­ 
m onials — it is a m atter of 
religion 
and tradition w ith them . 
But to feed them is an o th er m atter. 
H ere’s part of the first o rder placed 
by H. H. Q uackenbush to feed the 
tribes, and m ore orders will follow 
each day: 
200 lbs of m eat. 500 pies, m any 
quarts of cream and m ilk. 60 dozen 
eggs, 50 lbs. bacon, 25 lbs. salt pork, 
35 lbs. red beans, and no vegetables. 
“Gives us m eat, beans, and lots of 
pie instead of vegetables” said the 
Indians. 
Two Indian women w ere busy all 
day 
yesterday 
and 
today 
cooking 
hundreds 
of 
tortillas 
for 
th e 
big 
feasts. 
T he Indiuns don't like the 
tortillas sold on the m arket. 
They 
want them home-made, by Indian wo­ 
men. and they m ust be cooked on 
wood stoves or no-eat. 
And 
how is all this food to be 
served to the throng? 
H ere again 
Uncle Sam stepped in and sent the 
(Bmp Ken w orthy C.C.C. field kitchen 
with am ple equipm ent and personnel 
to Palm Canyon w ith C aptain W illiam 
E. 
Storey, 
com m anding 
officer 
in 
charge. 
Those 
in charge 
of this 
equipm ent know how to feed hun­ 
dreds of hungry folk out in the hills. 
Food distributors have co-operated 
generously in supplying th e Indians. 
Adohr Cream ery donated all the milk

INFLATION AND THE BUDGET 
The feeling is growing among outstanding 
authorities th at if the th reat of inflation is to be 
eliminated, the Federal budget m ust be balanced. 
Signs of inflation have already appeared in 
“boom” conditions that, though they may appear 
temporarily beneficial, actually imperil sound de- 
covery. There can be no stability so long as our 
fiscal policy is in a state of confusion. 
Inflation hits hardest at persons of m oderate 
m eans—persons with fixed salaries and wages, 
or fixed returns from investm ents. Under the in­ 
flationary process, costs always rise far more rap ­ 
idly than income—as the most extrem e modern 
instance, the post-w ar German inflation, so trag ­ 
ically dem onstrated. It is the tens of millions of 
“ordinary” citizens who have the most to gain 
from a balanced budget, and a sane fiscal pro­ 
gram. 


MOTHER’S DAY 
With tomato day, potato day or spinach day, 
it is well to recall that at least one grand com­ 
memoration day is just a little way ahead. 
Mother’s Day comes on May 9. It is a time of 
memories; a day when the blessings that o n es 
mother bestowed upon her children are lived 
again in memory. 
“Mother” has done more to influence the 
world for good than have all the m arching armies 
of all time, or all the politicians th at ever shouted 
their way to the halls of fame. 
The old-fashioned m other is becoming rare, 
to those who are left, we respectfully salute. 


BILLIONS FOR RELIEF 
Strange, when prosperity is present—at least 
on paper, that the U. S. government is called 
upon to put up another billion and a half dollars 
for relief. 
It would take a good m athem atician to say 
what it’s all about. 


On the streets still can be seen an occasional 
last year’s license plate on an automobile, despite 
the repeated warnings of officials. 
Usually the 
drivers seem to be the wildest on the highway. 
Now, Atty.-Gen. Webb has ruled th at m otorists 
entering this State with old California plates on 
their cars cen be arrested at the border.

ONE FRIENDLY RIVERSIDE PAPER 
One Riverside newspaper is friendly toward 
the Banning-Idyllwild road project. 
The people 
of the San Gorgonio Pass appreciate the goodwill 
of Harry H arper, editor of the Riverside News. 
In an editorial Mr. H arper cram s a lot of common 
sense into his article which he titles “L et’s Get 
Going.” 
He says: 
“Unless the plan is upset by inability of the 
supervisirs to obtain a long-term lease from the 
Federal governm ent, the Riverside county board 
of supervisors will establish a second section of 
the county road camp at Vista Grande, a site near 
the northern edge of the San Jacinto mountains 
and along the route of the Banning-Idyllwild high­ 
way. 
“This location has been urged by Supervisor 
R. E. Dillon of Beaum ont and the Banning-Beau- 
m ont residents since the Banning-Idyllwild proj­ 
ect was launched. In fact, it is probable th a t the 
road camp would be established at a site there 
now had not the vote of the supervisorial board 
been split at the time the present camp, located 
on the Hemet-Idyllwild 
road, 
was 
reoccupied 
more than two years ago. 
“But the thing to do now is to get the situation 
settled and get construction resum ed on the Ban- 
ning-ldyllwild highway. The board of supervisors 
seems to have finally made up its collective mind 
to build the road, or at least part of it, along the 
Fulmor survey. 
“W hat the people of Riverside county w ant is 
more work and less talk. This project has been 
hanging fire for years.. L et’s either build the road 
or abandon it. 
The people of the county have 
left the decision with the supervisors and the m at­ 
ter has not once during the last three or four 
years, been perm anently settled. The Banning- 
Idyllwild road m atter has become tiresom e and 
boresome to the residents of the county. 
“Let’s establish the new camp if it is possible; 
let’s put the men of the camp to work on the 
highway; let’s appropriate as much money as is 
needed to build the road if the supervisors finally 
have made the decision to go ahead; let’s make 
a re-routing of portions of the highway if those 
are not in accord with the supervisors’ wishes. 
“But, m ost im portant of all, let’s get down to 
work and forget the wrangling over the Banning- 
Idyllwild highway. 
After all, w e’re only building 
a road, not changing the laws of gravity or settl­ 
ing the international w ar debt.” 


GILLETT DIES 
Sometimes California governors, upon leaving 
office, become alm ost “the forgotten m an.” Some 
of the governors, tired of the stress of official 
life “alm ost lose themselves in the crowd.” 
Janies Norris Gillett, 76 years old, last gover­ 
nor of California to be elected under the old cau­ 
cus system , died at his hime at Berkeley, Monday. 
He was chief executive from 1907 to 1911. He was 
succeeded by Hiram W. Johnson, now senior U. S. 
Senator from California. 
Gillett w as adm itted to the California bar in 
1881, and served as a member of the state senate 
from 1897 to 1899. From 1903 to 1907 he served 
as Congressm an from the first district of Cali­ 
fornia. 
After completion of his term as governor, Gil­ 
lett returned to the practice of law in San F ran ­ 
cisco. 
Gillett gave fine service to his beloved state 
of California in all his official career.

ENGLAND WANTS A THIRD 
We of the United States are sometimes ob­ 
jecting to heavy income taxes. 
And there is a 
prospect th at national income taxes will be in­ 
creased in a couple of years. 
Over in England the government is getting 
real serious about revenue, and proposes to tax 
up to one third of any business m an’s profit. 
A 
big program of defense, larger and better navy, 
calls for more money. 
In time all governm ents 
may take all the earnings of the people for taxes; 
then everybody will just be working for the gov­ 
ernm ent a t no wage whatsoever. 
The British governm ent proposed today to col­ 
lect up to one-third of a businessm an’s profits 
this year and to levy a 25 per cent tax on individ­ 
ual income. 
The taxes are necessary to m eet part of proj­ 
ected $7,500,000,000 expenditures for rearm am ent 
and defense, Chancellor of the Exchequer Neville 
Chamberlain told the house of commons. He pre­ 
sented 1937-38 budget estimates. 
Labor opposition developed at once. 
Major 
Clement R. Attlee charged the budget was a “war 
budget” which the Labor party would fight be­ 
cause “we are marching straight into another 
w ar” and because the budget “is an expression 
of the foreign policy which is ruining the world.” 
The governm ent’s large majority, however, 
assured acceptance of the tax and budget pro­ 
posals. 
Chamberlain estim ated the nation’s 1937-38 
revenue at 863,100,000 pounds sterling and ex­ 
penditures at 862,848,000 pounds sterling, which 
would provide a 252,000 pound surplus. (In dol­ 
lars; revenue $4,315,500,000; expenditures $4,314,­ 
240,000; surplus $1,260,000). 
On the basis of present tax revenue, the chan­ 
cellor estim ated th at a deficit of 14,898,000 pounds 
would result. 
($74,490,000.) 
The income tax of $1 on every $4 was an in­ 
crease of 1.25 per cent over the current rate. 
Present exemptions remained in effect ($625 for 
a single person up to $2,000 for a m arried m an 
with 3 children) and Chamberlain estim ated th at 
the increased tax would produce an additional 
$75,000,000 annually for a grand total of 275,000,­ 
000 pounds (approximately $1,375,000,000.) 
But it was the new profits tax that startled 
commons. 
The tax in effect penalized an in­ 
crease in profits. 
If there is no large growth in 
profits, there will be no tax. 
The business man 
;is protected to the extent th at he may make 
$10,000 more money this year than last without 
coming under the tax. 
However, if his profits increase beyond th at 
figure he m ust pay a share of the money to the 
government, the rate ranging up to one-third of 
the profits growth on a business which increases 
its profit by 15 per cent or more this year. 
The new source of revenue is expected to 
bring the government around $10,000,000 this 
year. It is expected to increase in scope next year, 
however, with expected increase in industrial 
profits to a possible yield of between $100,000,­ 
000 and $125,000,000. 


THE REDWOOD 
The stately redwood which grows in many of 
California’s most widely renowned scenic beauty 
spots is the state’s official tree, by legislative de­ 
cree. 
Governor Frank F. Merriam placed the finish­ 
ing touch to the legislation when he signed Sena­ 
tor J. Jam es Hollister’s bill, previously approved 
by both houses. 
Two types of redwoods predom inate Cali­ 
fornia’s forests. One type, the sequoia gigantea, 
flourishes in the Sierra Nevada mountains in such 
scenic areas as General Grant and Sequoia N at­ 
ional parks and the W awona grove. The second 
type, Sequoia Sempervirens, grows along the 
coast, in the verdant Redwood Empire and Santa 
Cruz Big Basin areas. 
From the coast came demands that the sem­ 
pervirens species be designated as the official 
tree because it normally grows taller. 
But from 
the Sierra and inland California areas, residents 
insisted the sempervirens amounted only to 
chicken feed by comparison and that Sequoia 
giganteas win the distinction because of its con­ 
sistently greater girth. 
Hollister, from Santa Barbara county, took the 
bull by the horns and submitted his bill designat­ 
ing the sempervirens tree. 
A cautious assembly 
committee, however, eliminated the designation 
of species, so th at all varieties become official 
symbols._________________ _____________________ 
approved tentatively the bill designed to take the 
profits out of war.

M E T R O P O L I T A N A Q U E D U C T 
IN S P E C T IO N S 
The stupendous project of the Colo­ 
rado R iver Aqueduct of the M etropoli­ 
tan W ater D istrict of Southern Cali­ 
fornia has called for careful planning 
against accidents especially in the 108 
m iles of tunnel driving, according to 
the Industrial Accident Commission of 
California. 
T he d istric t’s, and the contractors’ 
construction and safety 
engineering 
departm ents deserve praise for 
the 
good record they have m ade in acci­ 
dent prevention work. 
The lost-tim e 
accident frequency is considerably be­ 
low the state five-year average for tun­ 
nel construction. 
From the beginning of tunnel work 
on this project—the safety engineers 
of the C alifornia Industrial Accident 
Commission have been inpecting work­ 
ing places to see th at safety rules 
and orders of the com m ission are be­ 
ing obeyed: the construction, electric­ 
al. and m ining engineers of the com­ 
mission. have made 277 
inspections 
along the line of the Colorado River 
aqueduct. 
To m ake w orking places and equip­ 
m ent safer for the tunnel, ditch, and 
conduit w orkers these engineers have 
givey 2147 safety 
requirem ents 
in 
w ritten form. 
During Hie 
early stages of tunnel 
driving the inspections of 
th e 
en­ 
gineers disclosed th at various m eth­ 
ods of blasting by electricity w ere in 
vogue am ong the different contrac­ 
tors. It was decided th at electric sliot- 
firing would be made safer if a stand­ 
ardized system w ere used. 
A fter considerable study and inves­ 
tigation of practices the M etropolitan 
W ater d istrict and the contractors, 
with the assistance of the technical 
staffs of the com panies m anufacturing 
explosives, the U. S. Bureau of Mines, 
and the Commission compiled a draft 
of "Recom m ended Practice in Install­ 
ing and U sing Shot-Firing Lines Sup­ 
plied 
From 
an 
A lternating-C urrent 
System .” 
This was subm itted to the C ontrac­ 
to rs’ Executive Safety Com m ittee for 
their suggestions and com m ents, and 
was adopted unanimously. 
These recom m ended blasting prac­ 
tices have been faithfully followed and 
have resulted in an exceptionally fine 
safety record.
